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Storage and Flood Control— 


Volney H. Craig, well known rancher and property-owner 


of the San Fernando valley, writing in the Los Angeles Times 
recently, outlines an interesting phase of the problem of 
water storage for irrigation and domestic use, and that flood 
control. He says: 


I note in the press that they are talking of the necessity 


of more city reservoirs. I never could understand why we 
could not combine flood control reservoirs of the Los Angeles 
district with aqueduct water storage. 
The floods of Owens 


valley come in June and July: during the past ten years they 
have mostly come in those months and it will be more accen- 
tuated in the future, for in the past we were getting only re- 
turn waters after the farmers of Owens valley had used them 
for irrigation and the Owens valley farmers, by applying the 
water for irrigation, greatly lengthened out or evened out 
the flow peak period. " In the future, these waters will come 
as they came before Owens valley was inhabited and in de- 
cided peaks when the snow is melting in June and July. We 
never have local flood conditions in June and July, and the 
reservoirs could be emptied out in the late fall before our 
winter flood period could arrive. .Nobody realizes better than 
I that flood control and storage reservoirs have distinct func- 
tions. 


The aqueduct enters the San Fernando valley at elevation 


1461.23 above sea level; and the crests of the various Los 
Angeles county flood control dams are as follows: Pacoima, 
2025: Tujunga, proposed, 1740; Devil's Gate, 1065; Eaton 
canyon, proposed, 2510; Big Santa Anita, 1328; Sawpit, 
1375; San Gabriel, proposed high dam, 1782.5; Big Dalton, 
1690: 
San Dimas. 1472; Puddingstone, 987; Live Ooaks, 


1502: Thompson's Creek. 1605. 


You will see that the water would flow by gravity into 


Devil's Gate and Puddingstone; the others would take, in 
some instances, just a little boost, and all of them not pro- 
hibitory pumping, as we have been taught to view it. 
A 


competent engineer who is familiar with the situation, has 
told me that it would take 35 second feet continuous flow to 
keep Devil's Gate dam full, for the benefit of Pasadena's 
underground supply. 


Of course. I* am familiar with the various political units 


involved, but these difficulties could all be ironed out. even 
if it necessitated the beheading of some political office hold- 
ers : for instance, I would be a great deal better pleased to 
have a new storage dam built in the Tujunga, and used partly 
by the city and 'partly by the county flood control; rather 
than two reservoirs built "for double the tax money. 


Distributing the Stress— 


Another suggestion concerning the building of dams, ap- 


pearing in -The'Times,'' and coming from an engineer, J. E. 
Koeberle. is as follows: 


While it is quite obvious that dams for the assurance of 


a ready water supply for the city of Los Angeles are a neces- 
sity, it is equally as clear that such dams when constructed 
in the mountainous regions must be on an entirely different 
plan of safety against the recent St. Francis break. 


The general fractural condition of the structures in the 


California mountainous region is such that when subjected 
to holding a body of water, a constant percolation goes on 
through the crevices and fractures in the sides and floor of 
the canyons, destroying all cementing qualities of the var- 
ious strata which in a comparatively short period causes the 
water-logging of the various strata for a considerable distance 
along the sides and floor of the canyon and destroy any hold- 
ing ground sufficient for anchorage of, and foundation at the 
time the dam is constructed. 


The breaking of the St. Francis dam demonstrates that 


for impounding water in the mountainous regions of this sec- 
tion of the state, the floor and sides of the canyon must be 
sealed against any seepage, with reinforced concrete of prob- 
ably not less tha'n six inches in thickness, and extended to 
the" maximum intended water level of the reservoir. The 
consideration of cost of such construction for impounded 
water at high levels should have no argument, if the loss of 
life and property is considered, either of which is the first 
consideration when the building of water dams is considered. 
The loss of life and property in the recent clam break would 
build all the necessary dams for a permanent'water supply 
for Los Angeles of the future. 


There should be no impounding of such large bodies of 


water as in the St Francis instance, unless a series of dams 
are constructed up the canyon, giving each dam its indepen- 
dent load to carry on a high factor of safety.

The Fight Against Graft— 


Every country has its recreant public officers. Graft is 


not confined to any national boundary. The manner in which 
a nation keeps such unwholesome conditions near to the 
minimum is the real test. Most of the great governments 
of the world have found that enemies from within were the 
most destructive, and some of the greatest have succumbed 
to these enemies. The government of the United States has 
not been spared this battle against grafters in any era, but 
it has steadily grown greater in material and in moral power. 


The period of reconstruction following the war found this" 


nation with a problem concerning recreant officers, and with 
high courage undertook the duty of correcting the condition, 
with punishing the offenders, and cleaning the national slate, 
insofar as was humanly possible. War is hell—not merely on 
the battlefield and in the camps of the armed forces, but 
throughout the entire body politic. One of the spawns of hell 
is graft. Moral slippage takes place during war periods. Re- 
turn to sanity and responsibilities is ever the task of any 
government that is emerging out of war. 


It is not so remarkable that such graft should have been 


uncovered, as is the fact that the government has been able 
to prosecute and convict. This disagreeable task fell largely 
to President Coolidge and his officers, and as we look back 
upon the last seven years, it seems that the duty has been 
performed to a most amazing degree when it is considered 
that the ones concerned were rich or powerful, strongly in- 
trenched, and capable of involving many in high places, either 
rightfully, or by inference and by association.

As an aid to aviation and the de- 


velopment of night flying, 
the 


Standard Oil Company of California 
is building what will be the two 
highest powered incandescent elec- 
tric beacons in the country—one to 
be placed on the summit of Mt. Di- 
ablo near San Francisco Bay and 
the other in the Merced Hills, Los 
Angeles. These beacons will de- 
velop ten million candlepower and 
the flashing beams from them will 
be visible to aviators for between 
100 and 150 miles. The company 
has taken this action at the sug- 
gestion of the United States De- 
partment of Commerce, the Airways 
Division of which is now engaged 
in installing lights to mark the air- 
ways from Los Angeles to San 
Francisco and from Los Angeles to 
Salt Lake City. The Department of 
Commerce Is also projecting a ae- 
ries of lights northward and east- 
ward from San Francisco, as in- 
dicated in the chart above. These 
official airway lights are set at 
frequent intervals and are of three 
million caiicllepower each. 


The government will give the 


light on Mt. Diablo the official des- 
ignation 
of "SD," 
standing 
for 


"Standard-Diablo," and "SL," sig- 
nifying "Standard-Los Angeles," for 
the light in the Merced Hills. 


The light for this type of beacon, 
lit by the Sperry Gyroscope Co., 
'urnished by large 1500-watt in-

At 
this date they will not be scattered 
at various Fourth of July fetes, but 
will be in Azusa to compete for the 
prizes offered—which will aggregate 
$1500 to 2000; and these performing 
stars will go the limit in supplying 
the thrills to capture a share." 


Speaking of the performing herds, 


he says the ponies are yet "unkiss- 
ed," the steers wear "esculator 
hides," and the wild cows yield 
'' churned buttermilk.'' 


The program includes the follow- 


ing features: airplane stunt flying; 
sham battles in air; clowns; bare- 
back wild horse riding; wild steer 
riding; relay race; pony express; 
trick riding; trick roping; bucking 
horse contest; whippet dog, race; 
greyhound dog race; wild cow milk- 
ing contest; Roman race; steer stop- 
ping; wild horse race. 


The grandstand erected on the 


Azusa Legion rodeo ground will seat 
20,000, and is expected to be well 
filled, as the fame of this yearly 
event is fast spreading throughout 
southern California.

candescent lamps especially manu- 
factured for the purpose. The re- 
flector and lens of the beacon are 
36 Inches In diameter. The light is 
equipped with an ingenious device 
holding two of the incandescent 
lamps—one directly in front of the 
focal point of the reflector. In the 
event of this lamp burning out the 
s e c o n d lamp is automatically 
thrown over to take the place of 
the one that has gone out. This is 
done almost instantly so that there 
is no interruption in the operation 
of the beacon. The beacon itself 
makes six complete revolutions per 
minute. An automatic astronomical 
clock turns the beacon on at sun- 
set and off at sunrise. This clock 


automatically compensates for the 
constantly changing hours ot sun- 
set and sunrise. 


The beacons will be mounted on 


75-foot steel towers. The symbols 
SD and SL will be hung on the side 
of the towers as a mark of identi- 
fication in letters twelve feet high 
outlined in neon lights. 


These lights complement the ex- 


isting system of daylight airway 
signs which the Standard Oil Com- 
pany maintains at some 500 points 
on the Pacific Coast. These signs 
arc painted on the roofs of its ware- 
houses and give the name of the 
town in which located. They can be 
read by aviators at a height of s&v- 
eral thousand feet.

Wins Praise of 


Azusa Patient 


By 8. D. Stephens in Azusa Her- 


ald: While lying here in bed in the 
Covina hospital, recovering from a 
minor operation which I recently un- 
derwent, it behooves me to inform 
the public as to just what kind of 
an institution we have right near 
us, and the way a patient is taken 
care of. 


I have always held aloof from all 


hospitals, as I was a patient in two 
different ones in Baltimore during 
my twenty years of railroad service, 
for the Baltimore & Ohio railroad, 
and will say, while those hospitals in 
Baltimore arti of a larger scale and 
run under an ironclad rule, they can- 
not even compare to the comfort and 
homelike environment that surrounds 
a patient in this wonderful little in- 
stitution.

Citrus Fertilizers 


Under Discussion 


Large economic savings will re- 


sult from buying organic fertilizers 
for citrus groves ac the time of year 
when prices are lowest, according to 
Dr. L. D. Batchelor of the Citrus 
Experiment Station, Riverside. This 
information was given to approxi- 
mately 100 citrus growers of Los 
Angeles county on the occasion of 
an inspection trip to the station. 


The plan, as Dr. Batchelor outlin- 


ed it, for purchase of organic matter 
during July and August, would save 
the growers ft great deal of money. 
Manures are driest during the -sum- 
mer; the supply is generally in ex- 
cess of demand, due to the majority 
of people not wishing to take deliv- 
ery, and as a result prices are some- 
what lower. 
More important than 


these considerations, however, is the 
fuct that nitrate1 tests are higher, 
due to the lack of water in the total 
mass. This practice will not result 
in loss of nitrates unless overhead 
or flooding irrigation is practiced. 
Almost twice us much nitrogen can 
bo purchased for the same money 
then, as compared to purchase in 
October and November.
